Reading, 70-year-old former viceroy of 
India who once served as ambassador 
to the United States, was married 
this afternoon in the little registry 
office on Princes row to Miss Stella

WHEN THE BABY HAS THE 
CROUP. 


A child with croup always alarms 
the parents but always joins’ in the 
laugh next morning at the prank. 

The reason why the parents, un- 
cles, aunts and neighbors are so fright- 
ened by the child’s artics is tradition. 
Long, long ago even the doctors did 
not know the difference and could 
not distinguish between ordinary croup 
(sometimes known as spasmodic, 
sometimes known as catarrhal) and 
diphtheria of the larynx or voicebox. 
Diphtheria, of course, was a terrible 
disease in the times before the discov- 
ery of antitoxin. So one can readily 
understand why parents have always 
been so alarmed when a child devel- 
ops any symptoms suggesting croup. 
Even now a parent might well have 
the greatest anxiety if the doctor in 
attendance seems in doubt about the 
diagnosis, that is, unless he gives the 
child the benefit of the doubt by ad- 
ministering immediately a full dose of 
antitoxin, which can do no harm if 
it happens the child has not diph- 
theria. 

Simple croup is a spasm of some of 
the muscles in the throat. muscles that 
control] the vocal cords, from the irri- 
tation of an otherwise trifling coryza, 
sore throat or laryngitis. Such local 
muscle spasm is more likely to occur 
In certain children who inherit a spas- 
modic tendency; such children may 
have general convulsions with the on- 
set of acute illnesses’ which in adults 
or in less susceptible children would 
cause only chilliness or shivering or 
perhaps restless twitching. 

Simple croup is never fatal. If the 
spasm is so severe as to imperil the 
child’s air supply and bring on cyan- 
osis (blueness of lip and skiu from 
suffocation or lack of sufficient air) 
the inevitable consequence is _ faint- 
ness or stupor which relaxes’ the 
Nature's way 
of curing croup—crude and painful for 
a loving parent to witness, but a sure 
cure nevertheless. 

By way of further assurance of par- 
ents I want to assert emphatically 
that there is no such thing as “mem- 
branous croup” or “false croup.” There 
is only simple croup and diphtheria. 
No doctor today is justified in per- 
petrating these indefinite terms in lieu 
of. his honest opinion, even if he can- 
not make a clearcut diagnosis at the 
first visit.

Some Historic.and Legal Notes Relating to 
State Impeachment Trials. 


Georgia has not had an impeach- 
ment trial of a state official in the 


past 52 years. 

In 1879 there 
were * two 
peackments tried 
out in the ses- 
sion of the gen- 
eral assembly of 
that year, the 
first being that of 
the comptroller 
general of the 
state and the 
second that of 
the treasurer of 
the state. 

It fell to me to 
-_-be the official 
stenographer who 
reported the pro- 
ceedings of both 
of those trials. 

The mention in the present legis- 
lature of possible impeachments of 
some existing heads of departents 
at the capitol brings back to me vivid 
memories of the solemn, yet exciting, 
incidents of the impeachments and 
senate trials of that far-off time.

“High Crimes and Misdemeanors.” 

The impeachment of a civil officer 
by the legislature of a state, or the 
congress of the nation, is one of the 
most unusual and serious acts of a 
people, for the proceeding is always 
instituted by their representatives for 
what are called “high crimes and mis- 
demeanors”’ committed in the conduct 
of the public affairs to the prejudice 
and injury of the whole people. 

The constitution of the state pro- 
vides that “the house of representa- 
tives shall have the sole power to im- 
peach all persons who shall have been, 
or may be, in office” and that “the 
senate shall have the sole power to 
try impeachments.” 

The practice is adopted from Eng- 
land, where from time immemorial 
it has been the prerogative of the 
house of commons te impeach offi- 
cials for “high crimes and misde- 
meanors”’ and the duty of the house 
of lords to conduct the trials and 
render the judgments.

“The High Court of Impeachment.” 

The constitution says that the 
state senate, as the triors of imp.ach- 
ments, “when sitting for that purpose, 
the members shall be on oath or af- 
firmation, and shall be presided over 
by the chief justice or the presiding 
justice of the supreme court. Should 
the chief justice be disqualified, the 
senate shall select the judge of the 
supreme court to preside. No per- 
son shall be convicted without the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present.” 

It is further provided that “judg- 
ments, in case of impeachment, shall 
not extend further than removal from 
office, and disqualification to hokd 
and enjoy any office of honor, trust, 
or profit within this state; but the 
party convicted shall, nevertheless, be 
liable and subject to indictment, trial, 
judgment, and punishment according 
to law.” 

So that mere ousting from office 
and future disqualification do not an- 
nul the right of the state to crimi- 
nal prosecution of the offender in a 
proper case,

Wrong Views of Impeachment. 

Some persons, even though they 
are legislators, have the erroneous 
idea that a civil officer (for military 
and naval officers are not subject 
to impeachment, but to court-mar- 
tial) may be impeached for any act 


Im-. 


that a majority of the house of the 
legislature does not fancy. 

But that would be .a most dan- 
gerous idea to put in practice, open- 
ing the way to partisan legislatures 
to oust officials whose political opin- 
ions were contrary to those of the 
dominant majority. 

The doctrine of impeachment, so far 
as American law is concerned, is 
found in the record of Peck’s trial. 
He was a judge of the federal dis- 
trict court in Missouri. His trial for 
tyrannous treatment of counsel be- 
fore’ his court occupied the senate 
from May 11 to 30, 1830, and from 
December 13, 1830, to January 31, 
1831—over a century ago—and he 
was acquitted by a vote of 22 guilty 
to 21 not guilty. 

~ * a 
Common Law and Statutes. 

It is the accepted rule in congress 
and in the states that a public officer 
must be charged in articles of impeach- 
ment with something that would be an 
offense at common Jaw or in violation 
of an express statute. 

For instance, in 1879, when the im- 
peachment fever was on here in the 
Georgia general assembly, a committee 
was appointed by the house, with Colo- 
nel Jim Smith, of Oglethorpe, our 
greatest farmer, as chairman, to in- 
vestigate the department of agriculture 
with a view to the impeachment of the 
commissioner. 

The tommittee made a long and 
thorough probe with the result of re- 
porting to the house that the depart- 
ment head had been wasteful, extrava- 
gant, and used much money to pay his 
expenses visiting agricultural fairs, na- 
tional farmers’ congresses, and reli- 
gious camp meetings, but none of these 
things were impeachable high crimes. 


In for a Costly Siege. 

Should the house now sitting feel 
called upon to impeach someone we 
will most certainly witness a long 
trial siege of the assembly. 

‘The constitution says that “no ses- 
sion of the general assembly shall con- 
tinue longer than 60 days: Provided, 
that if an impeachment trial is pend- 
ing at the end of sixty days, the ses- 
sion may be prolonged until comple- 
tion of said trial.” 

It is unlikely that an impeachment 
trial started at this stage of the ses- 
sion would be ended when the regular 
sixty days’ limit is reached. Conse- 
quently the session would be continued 
until the trial was completed. 

Meantime, with the senate organ- 
ized and furictioning as a court, the 
general assembly would, of course, 
have no lIlegal right to engage 
in general legislation. The house 
would “mark time” to the end of the 
trial and continue to draw its per 
diem, 

* * * * 
No Provision for Legislation. 

There is no provision in the con- 
stitution which authorizes legislation 
outside of the regular session or in 
an extraordinary session called by the 
governor for an emergency. 

The senate, sitting beyond the regu- 
lar session, aS an organized “high 
court of impeachment” cannot engage 
in legislative actions, so that anything 
in that line done by the house would 
be a waste of wind and time, and of 
no effect. 

But the whole outfit would remain 
in session. While the impeachment 
trial was on the house managers 
might need “instructions” from their 
body, or the filing of new articles 
made necessary by trial revelations. 
And the final judgment of the court 
would need to be reported to the house 
while in session.

Glover predicted that if weather 
studies now being made by Cramer 
prove satisfactory the northern route 
would be developed before the south- 
ern, 

The route being flown by Cramer 
was selected as the most nearly ideal 
for the avoidance of fog, a large 
amount of precipitation ,and great 
changes of temperature. 


ARCTIC WEATHER HOLDS 
LINDBERGHS AT AKLAVIK 

AKLAVIK, N. W. T., Aug. 6.— 
(?)—Cold winds, fog and rain, born 
in the arctic, whipped up the waters 
of Peel channel in the delta of the 
Mackenzie river today, holding Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh and his wife 
in this far northern trading post. 

Colonel. Lindbergh announced at 3 
p.m. ( E. 8S. T.) that he would not 
take off until Friday unless the 
weather shows immediate improve- 
ment. 

They had planned to leave today 
for Point Barrow, Alaska, 536 miles 
north and west. 

The storm came up soon after they 
landed at 6:05 a. m. (E. S. T.) yes- 
terday, preventing radio communica- 
tion to the south for 16 hours. 
barren lands, greath treeless plains, 
between Fort Simpson and Aklavik, 
were swept by violent winds. 

Meanwhile the Lindbergs were giv- 
en an opportunity further to explore 
this “metropolis of the arctic’ where 
the picturesque figures of fur traders 


and trappers, Eskimos and Indians, , 


and mounted policemen mingle. They 
visited several of the Eskimo homes. 

The Tokyo-bound vacationers were 
guests of Dr. and Mrs. J. A. 
Urquhart. 

In the ten days since the Lind- 
berghs left New York July 27 they 
have covered slightly less than half 
of the 7,000-mile journey to the 
Orient. 

While the aviators planned to go 
on to Point Barrow, they will not 
find the fuel supply there which they 
had counted on the United States 
coast guard cutter Northland bring- 
ing. The vessel was prevented by the 
ice pack from reaching the little set- 
tlement and is off Icy cape, some 
150 miles south and west. 

Although the Lindberghs’ big low- 
winged ship already has taken prob- 
ably its longest hop of the trip, in 
the 1,115-mile jump from Baker lake 
to Aklavik, other dangerous, if short- 
er, sections of the route are ahead. 

After leaving Point Barrow there 
is a 523-mile flight to Nome, the last 
American point the fliers will visit. 
From Nome to Koraginsk, Siberia is 
1,067 miles over Bering sea, with fogs 
and winds prevailing. ‘The next hop, 
from Karaginsk to Petropavlosk on 
the Kamchatka peninsula, 454 miles, 
will be followed by an 897-mile flight 
to Nemuro in the Kurile islands, 
Japan, largely over mountainous coun- 
try. Then the Lindberghs will start 
on their last jump, to Tokyo, 613 
miles distant. 

The flight to Point Barrow and 
Nome should be uneventful if un- 
dertaken in calm weather as the coun- 
try is low and the settlements are 
comparatively numerous. 


PANGHORN. HERNDON TURN 
TOWARD PACIFIC OFFER 

TOKYO, Aug. 6.—(/)—Losers in 
an attempt to break the record for 
an airplane journey around the world, 
Clyde Pangborn and Hugh Herndon 
Jr., American fliers, announced their 
intention today to compete with two 
other Americans to make the first non- 
stop flight across the Pacific. A prize 
of $25,000 is offered by a Japanese 
newspaper. 

The other competitors are Don 
Moyle and C. A. Allen, California pi- 
lots, who arrived here by steamship. 
They plan to use the monoplane City 
of Tacoma, in which Harold Brom- 
ley and Harold Gatty failed last year, 
and Thomas Ash Jr., failed this year 
on similar attempts. 

The date has not been set for the 
flight of 4,500 miles over water from 
Japan to Seattle. The shortest air 
route lies past the* volcanic Kurile 
islands of Japan, over the foggy, 
stormy north Pacific ocean in a great 
circle that crosses the Aleutian islands 
of Alaska, - 

Pangborn and Herndon arrived here 
at 6:16 p. m., 4:16 a. m. (eastern 
standard time) today after a 950- 
mile flight from Khabarovsk, Siberia. 
There they had given up their at- 
tempt to beat the record around the 
world of 8 days 15 hours and 51 min- 
utes, established early last month 
by Wiley Post and Harold Gatty. A 
wing damaged in landing August 3 
and bad weather ahead made further 
effort to lower the record futile, for 
the plane was already many hours 
behind schedule after traveling 9,200 
miles from New York. 

The Americans’ landing at the 
Tachikava airdrome near Tokyo was 
eclipsed temporarily by the arrival, 
an hour before, of the English flier, 
Amy Johnson, who received the plaud- 
its of the crowd. Many persons hur- 
riedly returned to the field, however, 
when they learned the Americans had 
reached the airdrome after a brief 
landing at another field to inquire 
the way. 

Miss Johnson flew from London to 
Tokyo through Siberia, with several 
halts. Accompanied by C. 8S. Hum- 
phreys as mechanic, she beat by a 
few hours the record of 11 days for 
a light plane established in a flight 
from Berlin to Tokyo by Seiji Yoshi- 
hara, Japanese. as 

Japanese aviation bureau officiais 
laughingly explained that the plane 
of Herndon and Pangborn would not 
be confiscated because of their fail- 
ure to obtain permission to fly over 
They said they 
would consider the circumstances and 
not be technical. 

A somewhat more serious view Was 
taken. however, when a camera and 
a radio set were found on the Amer- 
ican plane, which was said to have 
passed over fortifications at Hako- 
date on Hokkaido Island. The fliers 
were questioned for three hours and 
their camera was taken from them for 
examination of plates which might 
contain photographs.
